M. Des h an el's m ajority was the 
largest since the election of Louis 
Adolphe Thiers, first president after 
the fall of the empire, w’ho was 
chosen unanimously. 
The result

chosen the candidate of the senate 
and cham ber of deputies, compris­ 
ing all the various parties. The elec­ 
tion took on,

a holiday

Washington. Jan. IT.—Investiga­ 
tion by a senate sub-committee of 
awards of naval w-ar decorations 
took a newr angle today w hen Rear 
Admiral William S. Sims, the only 
witness heard thus far. laid be­ 
fore the* committee a long letter 
entitled. “Certain Naval Lessons 
of the Great W ar,” written by him 
to Secretary 
Daniels 
arraigning 
many aspects of the navy depart­ 
m ent’s conduct of the war. 
The letter contained a statem ent 
that just before he left for London 
Admiral Sims was told “Not to 
let the British pull the wool over 
your eyes,” and that the United 
States “would as soon fight the 
British as the Germans.” 
Who issued these orders was not 
brought out at the hearing, bul 
Admiral Sims said afterw ard this 
statem ent was m ade by “a high 
official.” 
In a statem ent relative to Ad­ 
miral Sims letter Secretary Dan­ 
iels said he had referred it 
to 
the general board “with direction 
to give consideration to it and all 
other communications directed to 
the departm ent 
concerning 
the 
lssons of the war. 
The letter de­ 
clared its importance as a guide 
in future wars “that a just es­ 
timate be made of the errors of 
policy, tactics, strategy 
and 
ad­ 
ministration that were committed 
by our navy” and adds that it is 
for that purpose that “the most 
serious of these errors” are sum­ 
marized. 
The letter contained more than 
7.t>00 words and wras wTitten Jan ­ 
uary 7. 
Admiral Sims read it to­ 
day at the request of Chairman 
Hale. 
It reviewed Admiral Sims’s 
experiences and said at the time 
he left for Europe he had no idea 
that he was to 
command 
the 
American naval forces abroad in 
event of the war, then impending. 
As soon as he arrived in London, 
the letter said Admiral Sims real­ 
ized the navy departm ent did not 
comprehend the seriousness of the 
submarine menace, due to the in­ 
sufficient scope of the American 
intelligence service. 
“A review* of the cables sent 
to the navy departm ent in April 
1917.” the letter said, “that the 
situation was very serious and that 
the enemy w*as rapidly winning 
the w ar by the destruction of m er­ 
chant shipping. 
Throughout 
the 
following year numerous 
cables 
and letters of the m ost urgent pos­ 
sible character were sent with the 
object of impressing on the depart­ 
m ent the vital necessity of a m axi­ 
mum effort being exerted in Euro­ 
pean w aters with the least possible 
delay, but without producing 
the 
desired result.” 
The letter charged th at not un­ 
til July 1917 did the navy depart­ 
m ent outline a policy of naval 
cooperation with the allies.
